Mr, 
Shaw is 45 years <£ age and la a pretty 
fair looking roan, quiet and gentlemanly 
in hia bearing. He is a carpenter by oo- 
onpation.

Wallace that she did not went to find 
Oren, the myth, bat Tbotnos S. Sbaw. a 
married man, who had a family in Deca- 
tnr, and bad been fooling her. Mrs. 
Wallace had pmned her faith in ber 
lover'e boneety, and would not believe 
the marshal; bat she said she would be 
satisfied it ehe could see s photograph 
ot Shaw, The marshal detained the wo- 
man in the city until the afternoon, and 
in tbe meantime be Bent Officer Law- 
rence to the Sbaw residence, ostensibly 
to rent a spare room for a friend, bat 
really to see if he ooiild get a photograph 
ot Shaw.

Time has a meaning in tbe modern 


world of sport which was nol> dreamed of 
when the Latin poets, wbo were with one 
accord eloquent on the subject, penned 
the lines which have oome .down to «a 
and will descend to tbe remotest poster- 
ity: "Dam loqnimnr, fagarit intidia 
ffitaa;" and then follow tbe words too 
familiar to be quoted, but Horace knew 
nothing of the fifths of a second, still less 
of hundredth*, He eaw athletes contest- 
ing for the prize in foot and chariot laces, 
bnt tbe man who oatnejn first won, to 
put it in the bluntest language possible 
and no one was concerned about the trac- 
tions ot time, . 
In this country, eaye the London 
Standard, timing is ot comparatively 
little consequence as regards hors* rac- 
ing, for very sufficient reasons, among 
which is the fact that the slate of tbe 
ground find the conformation of coursee 
BO greatly influence results tbat time is 
not heeded. If it were to be taken as an 
asoertaioed fact tbat horses which have 
made tbe best time are the beet horaes, a 
highly contradictory condition of affairs 
would be reached; for it often happens 
that an animal which hoe made good 
time OTRi a certain course meets one chat 
bss made rery bad time, bnt wheu run- 
ning together the latter is easily victor- 
ious. Some ot the best times, indeed, 
have been mwte by some of tbe worst 
horses, and vice versa, 
Trotting, a sport for which prizes to the 


a en ODD t of $2,090,000 are offered ia tbe 
states, is comparatively unknown here, 
and in these conteete time alone seems to 
be tbe point. The American love of 
timing events can not, bo we?er,be brought 
Sato boat racing, seeing tbat there, ae 
here, tbeste events usually take tbe place 
on tidai^rivers, and so touch depends on 
tbe state of tbe water that to row trom 
Putney to MorllaJte in 35 minutes in one 
day, may be in reality a better perform- 
ance than covering the course in 21 min- 
atea tbe neit. It is only, or a!most only, 
in pedeatriaoistn and tbe comparatively 
new pastime ot cycling that actual time 
is required, acd, indeed, the few English 
holders of the watch have little to trouble 
them beyond anoh an occasional question 
ae to the nearness to whioh a particular 
speedy sprinter approaches ten seconds 
in hie raoa of 100 yards.

It 
it claimed for tbe meohine tbat it ia ac- 
curate to the hundredth part of a second 
and an American electrician gives & var- 
iety of examples of its working. He and 
two assistants toolt the time of several 
races ot different sorts and the results 
ore surprisingly close.

in making the tour of 25,ftOO miles. Mr. 
Nichols has mode these notes on the 
journey ot the letter: Front Decatur.to 
New York, from New York to Paris, where 
it laid over 10 days; from Pane to Flor- 
ence, Italy; from Florence to Constanti- 
nople; from Constantinople to Calcutta; 
from Calcutta to .Yokohama, Japan, 
where there was a delay ot 10 days; from 
Yokohama to San Francisco, and from 
San Francisco to Decatur. The total 
number ot days en route w«ra 102 and IT 
hours; total daje lost 20, completing tbe 
circuit of over 25,600 miles in S3 days 
and 17 hours. The face of tbe envelope 
bears a five-cent United Statea stamp, 
and also many rations marks and cancel- 
lation stamps.
